JOINT RESOLUTION 


On the restoration of the State and adjustment of the Public Debt. 
_ADorTeD February 28, 1866. 


Resolved by the General Assembly of Virginia, 1. That the 
people of Virginia deeply lament the dismemberment of the ‘‘old 
State,” and are sincerely desirous to establish and perpetuate the 
reunion of the States of Virginia and West Virginia ; and that they 
do confidently appeal to their brethern of West Virginia to concur 
with them in the adoption of suitable measures of co-operation in 
restoration of the ancient commonwealth of Virginia, with all her 
people, and up to her former boundaries. 


2. That three commissioners, resident citizens of this State, shall 
‘be appointed by the joint vote of the two Houses of the General 
Assembly, to proceed forthwith to the seat of government of West 
Virginia, for the purpose of communicating to the Governor and 
General Assembly of,that State a copy of the foregoing resolution, 
and the report of the committee accompanying the same, with 
authority to treat on the subject of the restoration of the State 
of Virginia to its ancient jurisdiction and boundaries: provided, 
that the result of such negotiation, if favorable to such res- 
toration on any terms, shall be subject to the approval or disap- 
proval of-the Legislatures or conventions of the respective States, 
as may be hereafter mutually agreed upon. 


8. The commissioners appointed under the foregoing resolution, 
are also empowered and directed to treat with the authorities of 
West Virginia, upon the subjects of a proper adjustment of the 
public debt of the State of Virginia, due or incurred previous to 
the dismemberment of the State, and of a fair division of the pub- 
lic property ;. subject, however, to the approval or disapproval of 
this Genera] Assembly. 

4. The said commissioners are hereby authorized to treat upon 
either or both of the subjects mentioned in the two preceding reso- ~ 
lutions, as circumstances may demand, with instructions to suspend 
or forbear any action on the subject of adjusting the debt of the 
State, or a division of the public property, if, in their opinion, the 
probable restoration of the State of Virginia to its ancient bound-

aries may render an effort at such adjustment unnecessary. The 
action of said commissioners to be subject to the approval or dis- 
approval of this General Assembly.

Resolved, That (the House of Delegates concurring) the Senate 
will, in the election of commissioners to visit West Virginia, &c., 
first, elect a commissioner, resident of the south side of James 
river ; second, resident of that portion of the State east of the Blue 
Ridge; and thirdly, of that portion of the State west of the Blue 
Ridge. - l
